EITHER TAKE OVER PRESENT 


WATERWAY OR OPEN NEW ONE 


ALONG. SAME ROUTE. 


Published interviews with Senator 


Duncan U. Fletcher indicate a« will 
make an effort to have a report 
brought in on his bill, recenfy 
in- 


troduced, to have the government 
take over the East Coast inland wa- 
terway or open a new one, and 
the senator hopes to be able to 
push the bill through both houses at 
the next session of congress. 


The bill has been referred to the 


committee on commerce of the sen- 
ate" and !t Is probable that no report 
on the measure will be made unt'l 
alter Important legislat'on now being 
considered Is cleaned up in congress. 
Just how long that will take is prob- 
lematical, 
Senator Fletcher has 


given out several Interviews recently, 
.Ja which he appears to be very en- 
thusiastic over the prospect 
of hav- 


ing the government take over the 
canal, and the people along the In- 
land waterway will wait anxiously 
some definite action. 


The bill introduced by Senator 


Fletcher is as follows: 
Joint Resolution— 


Authorizing the president of the 


United States to appoint a comm'ss- 
lon to examine and report on a route 
for the construction of a free and 
open waterway from Saint Johns riv- 
er to Key West, Florida.

States navy, and one person from 
civil life, to examine and appraJsb 
the value of the work and franchises 
of the East Coast canal, from the 
Saint Johns river to Key West,-Flor- 
ida, with reference to the desirability 
of purchasing the canal by the United 
States and the construction over the 
route of the said canal of a free and 
ope'n waterway, having a depth and 
capacity sufficient to accommodate 
vessels drawing ten feet of water at 
mean low water. Said commission, 
do the extent that the same can be 
done from surveys heretofore made 
under the direction of the war depart- 
ment and within the limits of the ap- 
propriation herein made, shall also 
examine and investigate the feasi- 
bility, for thepurpossofsucha w. ter- 
way, of any parallel route between 
s,aid points. 
The said commlss'on 


shall make a report of its work, to- 
gether with its conclusions upon the 
probable cest and commerc!a| advant- 
ages and military and naval us«s of 
said route or routes to the secretary 
of war, who shall transmit the samo 
to congress at its next session. 


Section 2. That the sum of $10,000, 


or so much thereof as may bs necfss- 
ary, is hereby appropriated, out of

vicinity of the fcteaJIHg to ssrv« the 
warrant and located the black fflan, 
who immediately tcok to 
his heels 


•and went Into the woods with 
the 


deputy in hot pursuit. The negro 
managed to dodge the officer, but 
not until after the deputy had taken 
several shots at him, and the officer 
was compelled to return to this city 
without his man. Later the deputy 
learned Jackson had been seen in 
the vicinity of Osteen and sMll later 
located him at a turpentine still. 


Late Friday the deputy and mayor 


drove to Osteen, found which house 
the negro was stopping in and wa ted 
/Until after he had retired, then nab- 
bed the man. He was brought back 
to this city late that night, given a 
preliminary hearing Saturday morn- 
ing and bound over to the court of 
Judge Fish. Unable to furnish bond 
he was taken to DeLand Saturday 
by the deputy sheriff. 


'After h« had 'been bound over it 


was learned he had also taken some 
tools from the Laws & Lovejoy tract 
In'the south part of the city, and he 


to have admitted the charge.

SUBMITS ITS REPORT 


CASES OF TYPHOID FEVER OC- 


CURINQ IN HOTEL CLARENDON 


IN FEBRUARY ATTRIBUTED TO 


CONTAMINATED OYSTERS. 


That the contamination of oysters 


served at the Clarendon hotel at Sea- 
breeze In the early part of February 
was the direct cause ot two cases of j 
typhoid fever has been proven beyond | 
a, doubt by an exhaustive search just 
completed by a physician of the state 
/board of health, at the solicitation of 
the hotel management. 


The investigation was conducted by 


Maurice Heck, in which two days' 
time'way required in order to thor- 
oughly search every possible source 
that might conceal typhoid germs 
and thereby be responsible for the ap- 
pearance of the disease. While there 
was really no cause for alarm in the 
matter, the hotel management, in jus- 
tice to all concerned, believed it was 
up to them to locate the seat of trou- 
ble if an exhaustive search would ac- 
compljih it, and proceeded at once 
as above stated, with the result of the 
physician's report hereto attached.

There is to be a different plan 


pursued in the election of county 
commissioners in the state hence 
forth from that which has been the 
custom. Heretofore these 
officers 


have been selected by the residents 
of the districts which they were to 
represent; a condition in which some 
Incompetent 
officials 
were 
often, 


elected because of the apathy of the 
general voter. 
' 


The commissioner still must be a 


resident of .the district he is to rep- 
resent—as is only right and just. It 
Is understood that a resident of 
a 


community must be the better posted! 
as to the needs and necess ties of his 
district than one living outside those 
lines;' but at the same time it Is un- 
derstood that an official of that im- 
portance Is a commissioner for 
the 


entire county, and must labor accord- 
ingly. 


It is but natural that an official 


will secure as many advantages (or 
hia own district;'as is consistent with 
good government and fair for the en- 
tire county, and the only change to 
to be carried out In the next election 
Is to have the general voter say as 
to who in each district Is the b*ft 
fitted for the position.

CASES OF TYPHOID FEVER OC- 


CURINQ IN HOTEL CLARENDON 


IN FEBRUARY ATTRIBUTED TO 


CONTAMINATED OYSTERS. 


That the contamination of oysters 


served at the Clarendon botel at Sea- 
breeze In the early part of February 
was the direct cause at two cases of 


a doubt by an exhaustive search" just 
completed by a physician of the state 
/board of health, at the solicitation of 
the hotel management. 


The investigation was conducted by 


Maurice Heck, in which two days' 
time'was- required in order to thor- 
oughly search every possible source 
that might conceal typhoid germs 
and thereby be responsible for the ap- 
pearance of the disease. While there 
was really no cause for alarm in the 
matter, the hotel management, in jus- 
tice to all concerned, believed it was 
up to them to locate the seat of trou- 
ble if an exhaustive search would ac- 
compli1* it, and proceeded at once 
as above stated, with the result of the 
physician's report hereto attached.
